between the late evening of 10/5/91 and early morning of 10/6/91. 


A crime scene search of BALLENGER 's office was 
conducted by both the HICKORY CITY POLICE DEPARTMENT and an FBI 
Special Agent from the Hickory Resident Agency. 

Items stolen from Congressman BALLENGER' s office are as 

follows : 


(1) Approximately 20 signed passes for admittance to the 
Senate Gallery of the United States Capitol, 
Washington, D. C. 

(2) Approximately 20 signed passes for tours to the white 
House, Washington, D. C. 


(3) Approximately $50 in United States currency, which was 
used as funds for office supplies by Congressman 
BALLENGER 'S staff.

Ballenger’s Hickory office is broken into

HICKORY — Thieves may have made a 
mistake when they broke into a U.S. House 
member’s Hickory office this week. 

The Sunday break-in netted some White 
House tour passes and a credit card, police 
said, but it also called in the FBI. 

The hometown headquarters of Rep. Cass 
Ballenger, R-N.C., is considered federal 
property, so it’s protected by federal author- 
ities. 

Police believe the thieves pried open a 
window into the 10th Avenue Drive N.E. 
office building sometime early Sunday, then 
kicked in Ballenger’s door. 

The prime looting spot was the desk of 
* Tommy Luckadoo, Ballenger’s aide in Hick- 
- ory. Among the items he reported missing 
Thtirsday: White House tour passes, his Visa 
card, a stack of old check stubs, a new roll 


of stamps, about $6 in change and some 
church bulletins. 

“As far as thefts go, this doesn’t exactly 
stack up to holding up a Brinks truck,” 
Luckadoo said. 

He’s already canceled that Visa card, but 
the passes are still good for a free, no-wait- 
ing-in-line tour of the White House. 

Luckadoo said he visited his office late 
Saturday and everything was normal. An 
employee letting carpet installers into the 
building Sunday around 8 a.m. found the ! 
doors kicked open. 

An upstairs office for Bradford Communi- 
cations- was also found broken into, police 
said. A camera and a couple of lenses were 
reported missing. 

The break-in hasn’t really slowed opera- 
tions at the lawmaker’s office. Luckadoo 4 
said the staff is working around some . j 
carpenters, who are replacing the damaged \ 
office door and frame. > 
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Thirteen Hickory break-ins were 
solved Tuesday night, including a 
break-in to U.S. Rep. Cass 
Ballenger’s office, according to 
Hickory police. 

Michael Ray Brown, 28, of 341 
Tenth Ave., NE, was arrested for at- 
tempting to obtain prescription 
drugs on a false pretense at a local 
.pharmacy after he called in the pre- 
scription, acting, lik$ a .doctor, .and 
went to the store as the patient to' 
pick it up. j 


Police were waiting for Brown at 
the pharmacy, said Investigator Dan 
Carlsen of Hickory Police Depart- 
ment. 

Brown confessed to committing 13 
break-ins since he was released on 
bond in July after a drug-related ar- 
rest. In July, Brown confessed to 
breaking into 40 different establish- 
ments.

to Congressman BALLENGER' s Headquarters. The envelopes taken 
from Congressman BALLENGER 's Headquarters contained passes to 
United States Government Buildings in Washington, D. C. , which 
later threw away.

"After I left Congressman Ballenger's Headquarters, I 
went upstairs to another office, and took a camera and 
watch. 
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"I threw away everything taken from Congressman 
Ballenger's office with the exception of the 
approximately forty dollars in cash.
